Tasfttloo for Street Improvements 


Tbe quality of matariala need in piv- 
ng streets is deaerriog of yery oftrefnl 
considewtion by property-ownere who 
are compelled by local assessments to 
>ear the greater bnrden of Uie improve- 
ment. Great care should be exercised 
by the City Council in the selection of 
material out of which pavements are to 
be constructed. It has been decided by 
courts of last resorts in Missouri, New 
York, Louisiana, Pennsylvania, Wieoon- 
ein, New Jersey, Miohigsjn, Ulinow, In- 
diana, Maeeaebnaetta and many other 
et»tee, that tbe power to pave streets by 
local assseasmente is a continuing one 
and nay be exeroiaed as often u neces- 
sary. Thia gives the city council the power 
to cense repairs or repaying, to be paid 
for by general taxation or local assess- 
ments, or partially by both modes, in its 
discretion.

Tbe 
Chicago manufacturers are Norton Bros., 
the Demmier manutnctiiiers are tbe 
United States Iron and Tin-Plate Com- 
pany, tbe Brooklyn people ere Somers 
Bros., and the Cleveland people tbe Brit- 
ton BelliBg Mill Company, These and 
flve or six more concerns engaged in, or 
contemplating tin plate manufacture, 
met in New York on April 29. The min- 
ing of tin is also fating developed in this 
country, a fact demonstrated to the Pres- 
ident in tbe course of .bis journey.
